TAXES UP FIVE BUCKS 


Town Manager Sterling Morris, 
in his annual budget message to 
the Board of Selectmen and Fi- 
nance Committee has predicted a 
$5.50 increase in taxes for Wil- 
mington in. the year 1971, using 
figures whiclt, are available at 
this time. 

The message is required on De- 
cember 20th of each year, by law. 

The budget summary shows in- 
creases in expenses of $1,053,562 
over the figures of 1970, for a 
total of $7,614,378. Morris es- 
timates that the taxable property 
in Wilmington will be about $125 
millions in valuation, in 1971 

Of the increased expenses, the 
greatest amount is in the cost of 
the schools, up $732,134, and the 
second biggest increase is in 
Public Buildings. up $110,694. 
The Police and Fire Departments 
are in third place, - Protection 
of Persons and Property - up 


$71,826. 

Many of the figures reflect the 
increase in wages expected under 
the Collective Bargaining pro- 
ceedures of the State, although 
mutch of this remains to be done, 
and Morris does not hope to fin- 
ish all Collective Bargaining until 
just before the annual Town Meet- 
ing in March. Morris has a spe- 
cial account of $100,000 in his 
budget to cover the costs incurred 
by Collective Bargaining. 

He has also told the Selectmen 
that he is seriously considering 
a moratorium on providing any 
additional employees during 1971 
for the Town. The reason for this 
he says, is the ‘‘present but per- 
sistant unhealthy economic 
climate prevalent in the Greater 
Boston area’’, of which, he says 
“some of our citizens in Wil- 
mington are beginning to feel the 
impact”

To Pay the Help 


Town Employees, with the benefits of Collective Bar- 
gaining, are engaged in conversations with the Town 
Manager seeking improvement in working conditions and 
increases in their pay. Some of their demands may be 
described as more reasonable than others. 

There are, it should be noted, Town Employees who are 
not represented - viz the Heads of Departments, and of 
these there are four, in the opinion of this column who 
are particularly underpaid. 

The matter is serious for Wilmington, Some of these 
particular employees are resisting appeals from outside 
employment. They are to be classed as ‘‘professionals’ 
men with responsibility who are difficult to replace. 

One of these is the Chief Assessor. Anthony Kremin- 
ski. When he came to Wilmington a few years ago it was 
to find the Assessor's office in a shambles, and a vio- 
lent controversy destroying public confidence in the 
assessment practices of Wilmington. With careful, pro- 
fessional efficiency, Mr. Kreminski has restored the 
morale of the Assessor's Office, and public confidence 
in the efficiency of one of the most sensitive of munici- 
pal departments. Wilmington cannot afford to lose a man 
with the competence of Mr. Kreminski. 

Less dramatic perhaps, but with an equal competence, 
is the office of Town Engineer. Wilmington, again, has 
benefited much from the services of Mr. Harding, who 
plays no politics, but does foresightedly plan ahead for 
Wilmington’s future. There are engineering firms which 
would like to hire him away from the town, and it would 
be difficult to replace a man of his capabilities 

The Building Inspector, Roy McClanahan, is a man who 
is a master of\the intricacies of zoning enforcement and 
structural safety, and who very competently fills the 
duties of his office, and the Sanitarian, Mr. Romano, is 
a specialist whose profession is perhaps in shortest 
supply of any in this country. 

Wilmington, if it were to lose these men, would find 
itself in a difficult position, because, literally, they can- 
not be replaced with equivilant ability. The Town Man- 
ager and the Finance Committee should be certain that 
their pay levels are sufficient to keep them employed in 
the place that they serve best - the Town of Wilmington. 

One drawback to paying men such as the preceding four 
is the low level with which Wilmington pays it’s Town 
Managers. 

Somewhere about ten years ago the Wilmington 
Finance Committee decided that it should guarantee the 
Town Manager a salary of $500 more than was being 
paid to the Superintendent of Schools, and that seems to 
be the only rule in this town for the determining the pay 
of a Town Manager or other officials. 

Today, in the hierarchy of Wilmington, the School De- 
partment has shoved far ahead of the professional 
administrators of the Town. 

Something should be said for those who make it possi- 
ble to pay the bills incurred. The four men mentioned 
in this column deserve equal consideration to those who 
specialize in incurring the town’s expenses. 


The Art of The Possible 


As 1970 draws to a close there is an observation to be 
made of the various boards and committees of Wilming- 
ton - and that is to say that they have, in the decade of 
the 1960s lost their understanding of The Art of the 
Possible. 

There was a time, back in the 1950s, when such a state- 
ment could be believed. The Boards and Committees 
were set up, in those days, to counter a proposal with

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another, and to entertain propositions which might be 
advantageous to the town and it’s inhabitants. A contro- 
versial proposal by someone would always, or almost 
always, bring a counter proposal from the board or com- 
mittee, and, after a lot of argument and discussion an 
agreement might be reached which would be advantageous 
to the town and it’s tax payers. 

Bargaining positions were deliberately set up. for this 
very purpose. 

Today those bargaining positions are still available. but 
they are regarded instead, as a sort of Maginot Line, 
to be defended at all costs, and anyone who wants to bar- 
gain with the town is automatically put into the position 
of being the minion of a man named Adolf Hitler. 

Take for instance the 600 foot rule of the Planning 
Board. This was introduced in the 1950s, that no real 
estate development could be extended more than 600 feet 
at one time. It was a good bargaining point. and it had 
other values too. 

But, in the 1960s, when Industrial Developments began 
to be a part of Wilmington, they were measured by the 
same rule. This rigid maintenance of a 1950 rule lost 
for Wilmington, last summer, one of the top ten firms in 
the United States, in an exercise by the Planning Board 
that was completely futile, that lasted for months. and 
accomplished exactly nothing. 

Even more important, from the hard pressed tax pay- 
ers viewpoint, is the lethargy of those very members 
of the Board of Selectmen who are always boasting about 
how hard they work for the town. 

During 1970 there were at least four hearings in this 
town involving industrial buildings. with an aggregate 
value of millions of dollars, taxable to the Town of Wil- 
mington, and thus of considerable importance to the 
homeowners of this town 

In not one instance did any of the highly exposable per- 
sons on the Board of Selectmen appear to help. This 
column repeats - in Not One Instance. 

Take, for instance, Compugraphic. 

Compugraphic came into Wilmington during the 1960s. 
It grew from a small plant having 15,000 squart feet on 
Concord Street into one of the larger corporations in 
Massachusetts, with five buildings in Wilmington, and 
more rented space in Stoneham and the Merrimac 
Valley. 

Recently Compugraphic appeared at a hearing in which 
it sought ‘to build a building of at least $1.500.000 in value 
in Wilmington. There has been, as yet. no decision, on 
whether or not that corporation will be allowed to erect 
that building. 

Compugraphic is the type of industry that every forward 
looking community wants. It is Non-Defense. It is 
growing, and it bids to continue to grow. This column 
estimates that at the present time, in Wilmington. the 
company employes one thousand persons. of whom 200 
are Wilmington residents. 

Not one Selectman of Wilmington has lifted his finger 
to help Compugraphic provide employment for hundreds 
of additional people, right here in Wilmington. The Se- 
lectmen of Wilmington. for all ‘their self-importance. do 
not understand the Art of The Possible. 

Instead, it may be noted, they are willing to spend tax- 
payers money to have an unemployment center in 
Wilmington - and this while a local company is begging 
for the right to erect another building. and provide hun- 
dreds of jobs! 

If a second example is needed, on how Town Officials 
have missed using the Art of the Possible. in Wilmington, 
during the 1960s, look at the Planning Board’s record 
with Apartment Housing. 

The message, during the 1960s was loud and clear. 
There are people in Wilmington. including many returned 
veterans, who have to live out of town because there is 
no place to live in Wilmington. 

The Planning Board, admittedly, has been busy with it's 
701 Program - a program of far reaching importance. 
But, from time to time they have indicated that there 
would be answers - and yet there are none for the Apart-

Snowmobile Law 
Now In Effect 


while operating. 

Streets may be crossed by a 
registered snowmobile operated 
by a person over 16, but-the snow- 
mobile must be brought to a full 
stop before starting across the 
street. The street has to be 
crossed as directly as possible. 
Automobiles have the right of way 
over snowmobiles or recreational 
vehicles. 

A registered vehicle must dis- 
play it’s numbers in figures at 
least three inches high in a color 
that contrasts to the background 
color. 

Some suggestions for snow- 
ros These are not law. 


are ‘Tide alone. Even in Wil- 
mington with houses fairly close 
together, it is possible to encoun- 
ter trouble requiring the help of 
others. When riding ahead of 
another snowmobiler, look back 
every now and then to be sure he 
hasn't dropped behind. 

Until familiar with an area, an 
operator should ride slowly a- 
round it. looking for possible 
obstructions. A ditch. rock, wall 
or fence may be hidden in the 
snow. Last year a North Wil- 
mington youth was zipping through 
a Vermont cow pasture and his 
hat was taken off by a fence that 
was made on one wire. People 
have been decapitated in such 
accidents. 

Be insured. Protect the invest- 
ment in a snowmobile by having 
fire, theft & collision insurance. 
Snowmobile owners should: pro- 
tect themselves from a lawsuit 
by someone who may be injured 
by the snowmobile. Liability 
insurance will also protect that 
injured someone so that he can 
pay medical costs. 

Wear protective headgear. Hel- 


mets are well worth the invest- 
ment of thirty to forty dollars. 
As one helmet company says, 
“If you have a $10 head, get a 
$10 helmet. If your head is worth 
more, buy a Bell Helmet.” 

Do not operate with the machine 
at full throttle for more than a 
few minutes. The heat built up 
will damage the centrifugal 
clutch, and the drive belt may 
fly apart. Never operate at high 
speed without some sort of cover 
over the clutch and drive belt 

Lock the snowmobile. Removal 
of the key will prevent some 
youngsters from taking the ma- 
chine for a joyride. but greater 
precautions should be taken to 
protect the machine from out- 
right theft. Snowmobiles are 
prized items among thieves 
last year a trailer truck full of 
them was stolen. 

The new law is well worth heed- 
ing. Some snowmobilers have 
boasted that they will not bother 
registering their machines. say- 
ing “They'll have to catch me 
first.” 

Until an unregistered snowmo- 
bile is caught. it is the problem 
of the enforcement authorities. 
Once caught. a lawbreaker has 
a much greater problem
